The American Continent south of the 
Canada line appears to be, generally, a 
gteater scene of disorder than the rest of the 
world at the present time. Europe is expe- 
riencing a lull, though the adage " In time 
of peace be prepared for war/' is not ig- 
nored. Asia is tolerably quiet. The French 
in Cochin-China, and :i slight rumpus be- 
tween the rebels and Imperialists in China 
proper, is about all the disturbance we notice 
in that quarter of the globe. Afrioa is also 
peaceable, so far as its connections with the 
civilized world are concerned. liut in 
America the demon of war appeals to ba 
enjoying a perfect saturnalia. The United 
.States are rent in twain. Mexico is broken 
into factions by civil war. If we go farther 
south we still find war prevailing. A cor- 
respondent of the San Francisco Bulletin, 
writing from Panama, dated Sept. 30, re- 
views the state of South America, from 
which we extract and condense the follow- 
ing: 

Central America is quiet; but the civil 
war in New Grenada is progressing. 

We have had no mail from li.igota, the 
Capital, since my last.
